The Difference Between Drummers of Old 
and the Traveling Men of Today—The 
Hotels Need Feform. 


A traveling man ought to have all the com- 
forts thatare possible.

Well, the truth is I diden’t like him so ever- 
lasting much for I though kim a little too 
dogone obsequious and my wife oughten't to 
have forgot her parasol no how but politeness 
pays and the women appreciate it more than 
the men. My wife says there was a time away 
back when, if she dropped her handkerchief I 
would jump ten feet to get it but now I set 
there like a stump and simply say, my dear you 
have dropped your handkerchief. Just so— 
Anno Domini will tell—nevertheless I don’t 
like to see politeness overdone. Bill Jones 
was mighty polite and was very fond of escort- 
ing Mrs, Goulding to dinner or supper at the 
hotel when Captain Gouldigg was away 
in his steamboat. Well she thought it 
was nothing but gentlemanly  po- 
liteness and 50 accepted his 
invitations. The captain came in unexpectedly 
one evening, and as Bill-was prancing aloug 
with Mis.

Sometimes I think the hotels ought to be 
regulated by law. ‘There ought to be a travel. 
ing inspector. They all ought to be published 
and rated in a book just like Dun and Brad- 
street rate the merchants. Rooms, beds, 
sheets, towels, soap, the table, the waiters and 
general comfort ail ought to be classed and 
numbered. If the only clean place on a towel 
is a hole it ought to. be mentioned. The 
traveling public ought to. be advised 
exactly what they may expect; whether 
the fare is good. enough, what there 
is of it, or enough of it such as it is, or whether 
the coffee is coffee orslop, or whether the 
sheets were changed after the last man occu- 
pied the bed. Now, when a wayfaring man 
says, ‘‘ You have a very pretty town, but your 
hotel is miserable,’’ itis a bad slam on the 
town. He leavesit with a bad impression, 
and he don’t want to go back any more. If he 
visits a place with a good intent to ‘lecate or 
buy some pioperty, a dirty hotel makes him 
homesick and in a bad humor, and you ean’t 
get a good trade out of him. A man told me 
not long ago that he would have inyested in 
some fine mineral property in north’ Georgia, 
but he was sick at the stomach all the time he 
was there, The diningroom hada foul odor 
when he entered it, and he didn’t ‘enjoy * his 
victuals. He said hewas afraid to eat anything 
but boiled eggs.and. baked potatoes. If a 
town wants. to rise..and grow. it would 
yay the community to hire a good landlord or 

andlady and run a good decent hotel. When- 
a man who lives;wellat homo is penned up 
abroad in adirty hotel he is restless and sus- 

icious, and inno humor totrade. But satisf 
1is appetite and stuff him with generous food, 
and he is all right and ajlready. If you want 
to attack a man for charity or generosity, go 
for him just after he has finished a good din- 
ner. - Salomon tells about “bowels of mercies, 
bowels of coinpassion.’’ The heart has noth- 
ing to do with a man's. emotions.

Theaters and How it Works.

Theaters—A Trust That Has Three 
Years to Run —Footlight Notes. 


scason which is fast drawing to a close have been 
much talked of Ly patrons of the opera house. Ina 
recent interview in the Mobile Register, Mr. Tan- 
nenbaum, the well known manager, expiains why 
this is. 

“We have had a better class of attractions,’’ he 
said, “because one man was sent to New York, there 
to arrange for the route through the principal cities 
of the south. This route was favored by the leading 
, nae and so it came about that we got them. 

‘here is hardly a leading attraction in the country 
that we did not get.”’ 

“What do you call that ronte?”’ 

“It is the southern circuit, and the work consists 
in booking the best attractions for a series of cities 
in the south, extending from Lynchburg, Va., as far 
as New Orleans. On the northern border we have 
Knoxville, Chattanooga and Birmingham; ou the 
south, Savannah, Jacksonville, Mobile and New 
Orleans, with all the important cities of the interior. 
This circuit was started about three years ago.”’ 

“Any other object except that stated?”’ 


squeeze the attractions, bct to help them. 
how that is done, We present them a rou‘e all laid 
out, saving them all the trouble of negotiating with 
each individual manager, and we serve their in- 
terests in other directions as well, as 1 can easily 
show you.” 

“What class of theaters have you in the circuit?”’ 

“Very good. There are several new theaters 
during the past five yeafs: in Knoxyille, Staub’s 
theater; in Chattanooga, the opera house; in Bir- 
mingham, O'Brien's opera house: in Macon, the 
academy of musie; in Jacksonyille, the VPark 
theater, and in S:ima the academy of music. There 
is now a.uew one in process of erection at Augusta, 
Ga.’ 

‘Is there more than one theater in any one of the 
cities on the circuit.’ 

“One theater is the rule, and this fact has made 
business good on the circuit. Where the new 
theaters were buzit the old ones were done away 
with, or had burne i down,” 

“You think one ti eater sniicient,’’ 

‘In towns of-less than 100,000 population one 
theater is enongh. More than one causes injury 
both to the company and to the cities, for you can't 
expect attractions to divide the patronage of a town 
wicn they can go to an equally large town and 
secure all of the receipts, Therefore attractions try 
to avoid towns where there are too many theaters, 
and the public of such towns suflersin conseguence 

“We overeome the 
forming this southern ciremt in Ss at Atlanta, 
with Detive, of Atlauts, as president: F. P. O’Brien, 
of Birmingham, «s vic.r-president; Fritz Staub, of 
Knoxville, treasurer, and Sanford H. Cohen, of 
Augusta, secretary. We permanently organized and 
agreed we would encourage theatrical attrac ions 
and theaters, and we advocated that ifa city wanted 
a better theater the existing theater must be closed, 
so that we would noi iave our attractions fighting 
one another in the same towns on the same nigits. 
This plan was indorsed by all the theater mauagers 
and by managers of combinations in good standing. 
It was vot done to make a monopoly, but to protect 
the companies and the persons who have money in- 
vested in theaters. 

‘Take Frank ©'Brien for an example. When 
Birmingham wes but a village he gave that place a 
good theater, and now that Birmingham is larce 
Some may think that a better theater is needcd, but 
if anew theater was built the tusiness would be 
divided perhaps, and a good men who bas shown 
enterprise in a hard time would be injured; besides, 
the attractions for Kirmingham would not be as 
g 0d as heretofore. I fi 
Interest that we should uphold O Brien, and should 
a n-w theater be proposed we would use our inilu 
ence acainst if. 

‘"Pake Nashville today. So far as I can learn they 
have built there the most beautiful opera house in 
the country. What?’sthe conseauence? With rare 
exceptions, every attraction that has gone inio 
Nashville this season has, from what ] ean learn. 
lost money, whereas, heretotore Nashville has been 
the best theatrical city of its size in the south: for 
now they have ti fee theaters when one would be 
enough, I doubtir Nashville will fare better next 
season, for 1 learn trom menagers that they will 
avoid going there if they can fill their time else- 
where. 

“Then the public, the manegers. the owners and 
the atiractions are all in the same boat, and are all 
interested in having but one theater in a town of 
less than 100,000 inhabitants’?’’ : 

“Yes. in the theatrical business we esleulate 
that only 7 per cent of the population go to the 
theater; that gives 5.000 people for Nashville, and 
about 0,000 for Mobile; thatistosay,if you sitm 
the box office during the season you will not see 
more than that many different people in all that 
time. You know that 5,000 people can’t support 
three theaters, all playing nearly every night in the 
week, Nashyiiie can support one theater four nights 

‘3 


in the week; that’s about her size. 

“But would not the new and elegant theater suc- 
ceed in driving out the old theaters, rather than the 
contrary?”’ 

“Yes, if natural causes alone were at work. but 
the circuit and the theatrical companies are in favor 
of one theater, and naturally give their prererence 
to the ocliand recoenized members of the circuit: 
besides, when there are too many theaters, all lose 
money, and the most elegant theater generaliv loses 
most, as its Cxpenses are greater. It is not in the 
fiist year that the new opposition theater suffers 
most, but in subscquent years. Say that Mobile has 
two theaters and Jeflerson and Langtry play on the 
same nights. Iifthey got all that Mcb le could give, 
neither would make enough to satisty them, and as 
they could avoid Mobile and put in a night at Selma 
or Birmingham, where they would have the towns 
to themselves, they would prefer to do so.” 

“If the cirenit fights new theaters, shall we ever 
get new ones?” 

‘itis in the interest of parties who are going” to 
build to make arrangements to get rid of the old 
theater. If the old place is no good, there is no 
reason to retain it, but until it is cotten rid of it is 
waste of money to bui!d a new house.” 

Din long does the cireult continue its organiza- 

“Por three years longer, and we are satisfied that 
we will have no outside interference with our plans 
There will be a meeting next month in Atlanta or 
Augusta to further the interest of the circuit. Be. 
cause of the unification of our interests the better 
atiractions have come here the past two seasons. and 
as everybody bas done a bettcr business, they would 
rather come acain than go into any other section of 
oneandtwonighttowns. The reason of this is that 
in other sections of this character there are too 
many theaters. There as Indianapolis, with its four 
theaters, and which everybody avoided until now 
the theaters have been combined under one. man- 
agemeut. There is Nashville, If it had belonged 
to the southern circuit, like Atlanta, Birmingham 
Chattanooga, ete., there would certainly not haye 
been such a ery raised by the companies coming out 
: there this seasou as there has been all season 
on. 

“I will give you another example: In Macon they 
had the Ralston hall, Three years ago they built 


the acadeiny of music, costing $65,000 I was doing 
tie booking for the c.r-uit, and no first-class attrac. 
tions could be booked for the academy. Ralston 
hall got them all, So when the season was about to 
open, the directors of the academy were compelled 
to buy cut the hall andshutitup. Since then the 
academy has got all the attractions and Macon is as 
good a theatrical town today as it ever was. 

“Last summer @ | arty in Charleston wrote me that 
he could secure the building of another theater in 
Charleston, and asked my advice. Now, although 
Charleston has never belonged directly to the cir- 
cu:t, the same rules apply, and I advised him noi to 
build; so he wisely gave up the idea. I like to see a 
good theater in every city, but do not like to see the 
theatrical business ruined. Even New Orleans 
would be better if it had fewer theaters. It is now 
the bad point of our circuit, and some of our combi- 
nations, after getting to Mobile, went back pre- 
ferring not to go to New Orleans. : 

“I will cite the fact, also, that except for the co- 
operation among southern managers, end the ability 
of the manager of, the circuit to swap dates about, 
the engagement of Booth and Barrett in the south 
this senson could not have been secured. I will say, 
for my part, that this cirenit management is hard 
work, very nard, and I will be glad when I am re- 
lieved of the rovition. We mect next month, and | 
hope we shall find somebody to take the work off 
my hands. in conclusion, | must state that our 
motto of ‘one theater’ is for the benefit of us ai. 
We con't manage theatcrs for tun, and the compa- 
nies don't play forfun. Therefore, we must protect 
our interests, and, ] am glad to say, our interests 
coincide with those of the theater-going public.”

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THE WAGON MANUFACTURERS. 


The Organization Made Permanent—A Uni- 
form Warranty Agreed On, 
From the Nashville American. 


The Southern Wagon Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation concluded its business yesterday and ad- 
journed to mect in Louisville, Ky.,on the 16th of 
May, 1888, at which meeting itis expected that the 
wagon manufacturers of the north and west will be 
present. 

A uniform warranty on wagons was adopted for 
submission to and action by the adjourned meeiing 
at Louisville. 

The exact nature of this warranty was withheld, 
but it is known that 1t contemplates the reduction 
of the period of warranty from a fear to six 
mcnths, 

It was unanimously agreed that the manufacture 
of all second grade wagons should be discontinued 
by such of the factories as have been making more 
than one grade. 

The question of making uniform net prices for 
wagons to the trade was discussed at length, but no 
agreement was-reached, and the matter was post- 
poned for action at the Louisville meeting next 
month, 

The members of the association were greatly 
pleased wtih the attention shown them in Nashville; 
the sessions were harmonious throughcnt, and much 
good was accomplished by a free interchange of 
views and mutual explanations, clearing up misun- 
derstandings which had arisen in the trade. 

The organization was made permanent, with W. 
C. Nones, ofthe Kentucky Wagon Manufkcturing 
company, president, drid J. G. Hall, of the Piedmont 
MWWagon company, Hickory, N.C. seeretary and

He Tells the Story of His Slow, 
But Steady, Rise to Fame, 


From Usher to Supers—Captain of the Supers 
~—From Super to Comedian—From 
Comedian to Tragedian. 


“Ah,” said S. Thornton, last evening at the 
ice water place in the Kimball House.

Experience in a 
Texas Court in 1859. 


Jerking Some of the Con¢eit Out of a Too- 
Willing Witness—An Albi Saves 
an Innocent Man's Life. 


In the spring of 1859, soon after I was ad- 
mitted to the bar—there being two lawyers to 
oné client in my native town—I deciled to ‘go 
west’ and grow up with the mustangs, coyotes 
and other beasts, and build for my buoyant self 
more money and legal reputation than I was 
likely to accumulate in the old country.

It was thought. that the 
increase in dividend rate to eleven per cent per an- 
num would bring about an advance in the price of 
the stock, but so far these hopes have gone to the 
winds, The stock is now offered in free quantities 
at about 209, though it sold for better figures before 
the notice of increase in dividend was given. It is 
now thought that afier the dividend is paid on the 
15th. the hoped for advance wiil come, and we 
rather share that opinion. Money is not what may 
be properly called stringent anywhere in the south 
and the stock should sell higher than it is now do- 
ing.

The Proceedings in the Federa| 
Court. 


A Humane Order by Judge Speer—Funeral 
of Mra. Jenkins—General News and 
Grossip From thé Central City. 


Macon, Ga., April 7.—[Special. ]—The United 
States courts convened at 10 o’clock a. m., 
Judge Speer presiding. 

A special jury was called to try the case of 
the United States vs. Kinchen Skelton, 
charged with violating the internal revenue 
laws.. The case was-nol prossed by the district 
‘attorney, and there being no further need, for 
the jury, the jnrorg in attendance were dis- 


charged. 

Judge Speer suspended the.sentenee of Wil- 
liam KE. Mutphy; of Jasper county, a poor con- 
vict undér sentence for working in an illicit 
distillery. , 

The following characteristic and humane or- 
der was passed: : 

It having been made to appear to the satis- 
faction of the court that defencant is a poor 
countryman operating a small rented farm.in 
Jasper county; that his wife and children are 
dependent upon hislabor thereon for sttpport, 
they not being able to get. advances 
with no crop. planted, and _ having 
no present means of sustenance; that 
he left them in a poverty-stricken condition 
and his wife in bad health. That he has six 
sinall children, the eldest being but a@ girl of 
but eleven years of age; that he has no one to 
take his place in planting his crop for the pres- 
ent year, and that his family are now in abject 
want. That the defendant has determined 
never again to be in any manner connected 
with violation of the internal revenue laws, but 
to live a law-abiding citizen, and the ends of 
publi¢ justice not seeming to require that the 
defendant shall undergo a longer term of im- 
prisonment than he has already suffered, it 
is ordered by the court that the sentence of the 
court in said case be and the same is hereby 
suspended until the further order of the court, 
and that the defendant be discharged from 
custody. 

Mr. Hugh V. Washington was admitted to 
plead and practice in the courts of the United 
States. 

Court was adjourned from Saturday to Sat- 
urday until the further order of the court. 

The enormity of the internal reyenne laws 
never appeared so plainly asinacase which 
the United States court here has just disposed 
of. Anexcellent citizen of Taylor county 
was arrested and brought before the court for 
hauling an empty whisky cask home in_ his 
wagon. It seems that the stamp on it had not 
been scratched off, and that made it a peniten- 
tiary offense. He pleaded guilty. Judge 
Speer looked intothe law,and advising the 
man that he could send him to the peniten- 
tiary for five years, told him to gohome. But 
for the kind heart of the judge, a whole fam- 
ily might have been ruined. 

The court here is continually compelled to 
suspend the sentence of prisoners convicted, 
because the penalties are too severe.

THE NEWTON FLOOD. 


The Lively Times in the County Seat of 
Baker. 

ALBANY, Ga., April 7, 1888.—[Special.]—The 
news of the inundation of Newton was brought 
to the city by Mr. J. H. Hill, who has been 
spending some days with friends in Baker 
county. The condition of the overflowed town 
has already been wired to the CONSTITUTION. 
Newton, the county seat of Baker county, is 
overfifty miles from Albany by water, though 
less than half the distance by road. Follow- 
ing a freshet it is two days alter the water be- 
gins to recede at Albany before it commences 
falling at Newton. The waters were still rising 
there when the paper recieyed announced the 
fact that the waters had commenced falling at 
Albany. The news was received with great 
satisfaction. 
practical joke. Even during the freshet they 
could not cur) their propensity to perpetrate 
them. When persons would appear across the 
river desirin comie over the torrent to trade, 
a batteaux as the flat bottomed boats are called 
here, would be paddled over for him. He 
would be carried from store to store. When 
his purchases were completed,the goods would 
be brought over in tn boat, and the luck- 
less passenger again dled along by the pair 
that had been sokind ih bringing him over. 
When on their return journey, and while just 
in the middle of the river, the boat would cap- 
size, and paddlers and passenger precipitated 
into the torrent. They would all cling to the 
bottom, and eventually one of the two pad- 
dlers would right the boat, bail it out, the 
would all climb in, and thoroughly drenche 
continue their journey. 

The Speople of Newton are whole-souled 
and generous. When the water rose to such 
an extent that it reached the houses, and in 
some of them, suchas the Jim Town Norris 
house, it was four feet dcep and boats paddled 
through it. Then, such men as Governor 
Hudspett, Sam Livingston, and all having 
places high and dry, threw open their doors 
and welcomed all who sought shelter from the 
rising river. 

Last year Newton had a similar inundation. 
It is said to be beneficial instead of an injury 
to the city, as it washes it out and leaves it as 
neatasapin. Eventhe decaying leaves in 
the swamps nearby are swept away by the wa- 
ter. 

Last year a gentleman went into Newtonand 
noticed that though the river was rising 
the water was not uptothe rail. When he 
started homeward the end of the bridge had 
broken loose. He determined to make the at- 
tempt to cross it. Many of the flooring plank 
were washed away, but his horse had sense 
enough tocarefully step through the water 
over each yawning hole where the boards were 
missing and the dangerous trip was made in 
safety. 


FIGHTING THE WESTERN UNION. 


McRae Has a Lively Time With the Big 
Syndicate. 

McRag, Ga., April 7.—{Special.]—The 
Western Union telegraph office at this place 
was closed today for commercial busiliess, by 
order of Superintendent J. A. Bremer, of Au- 
gusta, Ga., on account of the town council im- 
posing a tax of five dollars on telegraph com- 
panies per year. The company did not think 
the receipts of the office amounted to enough 
to pay ataxon. The council, at regular meeting 
in January last imposed the tax on telegraph 
company upon the recommendation of the tax 
committee, andthe Western Union was noti- 
fied of the action. The superintendent of the 
company notified the manager here to pay the 
tax at once, and also wrote him a very threat- 
ening letter, telling him to say to 
the council that unless the council 
refunded the tax and henceforth omit 
it he vould order the  oflice closed 
on the 15th of March and advertise it to that 
effect, and would haye all messages declined 
forany and all purposes. The council upon 
being notified of the matter. held a special 
meeting to consider what course to pursue, 
and realized at once their inability to cope 
with such a corporation as the West- 
ern Union Telegraph company, and not 
desiring to bring upon themselyes the 
probable reproach of the community if the 
facilities ofthe telegraph were removed, de- 
cided to yield to Superintendent Bremer’s de- 
mands and refund, and in future omit the 
tax. The citizens of the town, and especially 
the taxpayers, hearing of this action, were 
loud in denouncing this weak-kneed move of 
the council and informally demanded 
of the council to rescind their action 
in regard to refunding the tax, which was 
done at the last meeting and the tax was or- 
dered collected at once. Superintendent Bre- 
mer forthwith issued an order closing the oflice, 
consequently the people of this little town are 
deprived of the facilities of communicating by 
telegraph with the outside world, because the 
people have asked this mammoth monopoly to 
assist them in maintaining the law and order 
ot the town to the amount of $5.00 and in 
which this corporation have done business in 
for twenty years, withoat paying one cent to- 
wards building up or in any way assisting the 
community.

He is 
ittle man, pleasant and genial in his manners, 
and poss ssing cood staying qualities. 

Representative McMillin is effective in de- 
bate and somewhat of an orator. ilis voice is 
powerful enough, and can be heard plainiy 
throughout the halland when aroused can 
make the welkin ring. He is a great friend of 
the speaker, and is frequently called to the 
chair when the house isin comunittece of the 
whole. 

Representative Reed, of Maine, familiarly 
called ‘‘Tom’’ Reed, is of course the republican 
leader. Nobody will gainsay his right to that 
position. When he says “all up,” the entire 
republican side arises as one man, and when 
he says “all down,’’ nota represetative stirs. 
At the same time he is not as promineut in 
this fight as Representative Ezra L. Taylor, of 
Ohio, who is pointed out from the 
galleries as the man who succeeded 
Garfield in congress. He is an old man, his 
age being given as sixty-five, but he bears his 
years lightly. He has been quite prominent 
since the contest began and is regarded as 
being in charge of the bill. Drilled in the 
politics of the old school, he does not hesitate 
to crack the whip over his party. 

The opposition to the direct tax bill may be 
based upon three causes—the belief that it is 
not constitutional; the fact that it mainly 
benefits the rich and prosperous of the east 
and northwest, and, finally, because the high 
tariff lobby is working desperately in its inter- 
est. Speaker Carlisie is very much cpposed 
to the bill, mainly because its passage is so 
much desired by the enemies of taritf reform. 
It is undcrstcod he sympathizes with the 
obstructionist measures resorted to. Its 
fricnds, however, se¢m confident of ultimate 
success. Both Mossrs. Oates and Reed, tho 
two leaders, sav that their positions are un- 
changed, and they propose to fight it to the 
erd. Mr. Cates would be wiiling to a com- 
promise, while Mr. Reed Says he 
will not propose nor accept 
one. This, in brief, is the way the matter 
stands at the present time, and when the _ scs- 
gion is resumed at11:450n Monday morning, 
the chances are that the deadlock will be as 
far fromm being broken as it was when the 
recess was taken today. 

Deadlocks in the house are not frequent. 
Mr. Randall made the beginning of his 
reputation many years ago in fili- 
bustering against what was known 
as the ‘Force  bill,’”’ a measure'= which 
proposed to place troops at the polls in the 
south. There was another deadlock when the 
democrats tried to defeat the counting in of 
Hayes, and this was only broken when, at 4 
o'clock of the morning of Friday, March 24d, 
Mr. Randall, who was in the chair, absolutely 
declined to entertain any further dilatory 
motions and instructed the clerk to inform the 
senate that the house was ready to proceed 
with the count. It was acrisisin the history 
ofthe country. Mr. Hayes was in Ohio and 
forty-eight hours remained of President Grant’s 
term. Whera filibustering motion was about 
to be made Mr. Randall refused to recognize the 
member for that purpose. A deadlock ended the 
forty-fifth congress. In the last thirty-six 
hours of the session the republicans brought up 
a contested election case, with the intention 
of seating a member of their party. The dem- 
ocrats began to filibuster and continued the 
fight until the gavel fell, the only interruption 
being conference reports on appropriation 
bills, The would-be congressman who had the 
$10,000 at stake was an interested and anxious 
spectator. The forty-sixth congress also died 
ina deadlock. The point at issue was an 
item in the military appropriation bill for 
troops at the polls, and the opposition was led 
by Mr. Springer, of Illinois. The five 
or six final days of thes session 
Were consumed in _ ffilibustering and 
tie hour of 12 on the last day was reached, 
while the clerk was in the middle of the roll 
call. An cxtra session was convened on the 
10th of March, but the opposition was renewed 
with such vigor that it was the middle of June 
before a compromise was reached. 

In this deadlock James A. Garfield took a 
prominent part. There was also a strug- 
gle over aa attempt to impeach 
Cousul-General Seward, butthe most inter- 
@sting of all contests of this kind was probably 
that over the tariff bill in the first session of 
the forty-seventh congress. 

Representative Springer today, in recalling 
the circumstance, said: 

“A bill had been passed in the house to re- 
duce the tax on manufactured tobacco from 
Sixteen to eight cents a pound. When it 
reached the senate the republican majority 
there tacked upon it a complete tariff bill. Then 
the original measure, with its amendments, 
came back to the house, and Mr. Cox, Mr. 
Townsend and myself, proceeded to talk it 
todeath. The ‘struggle ended in a tragedy, 
for Representative Haskell, a republican 
leader, smoked so much and talked so much 
during its continuance that he died soon after- 
ward. The rulings of ex-Speaker Keifer in 
the deadiock last named were so outrageous 
and unjust that the democrats signed a re- 
monstrance against him which was the begin- 
ning of his political downfall.” 

The present deadlock bids fair to become as 
memorable as any of those mentioned, but in 
ail probability an effort may be made between 
now and Monday morning to effect some kind 
of a compromise, though from the present con- 
dition of blood that one will be effected seems 
almost an improbability. 

Later—After the adjourument of the terri- 
torial caucus tonight, a caucus of about thirty 
members of the democratic party, classed as 
the leaders of the house, was held in the judi- 
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discussed for about three hours, delaying ad- 
curnment until almost one o'clock. 

The cancus resulted in the mapping out of a 
programine, which means either an adoption 
of the cotton tax amendment or the defeat of 
the direct tax bill. The proposition, to the 
effect that the northern democrats, who have 
been voting with the Opposition, will, on Mon- 
day, desert the republicans and wheel in line 
to the support fof the filibusters and vote 
solidly for an adjournment unless the republi- 
cans agree to the incorporation of the cotton 
tax amendment. Under the rules an adjourn- 
ment will break the legislative day, which has 
been continued on account of the recess, thus 
destroying the effect of the report of the com- 
mittee on rules, which set apart certain legis- 
lative days, beginning with Wednesday last, 
for the consideration of the direct tax bill. 
When the house is again adjourned there is 
no way by which the bill can again be called 
up. President Cleveland isin sympathy with 
the filibusters, and desires the bill shall be 
defeated, as is also Speaker Carlisle. 

MR. COX’S SOUTHERN TRIP. 

I learn today from Representative Cox that 
his tour through the south, if heisable to 
make it, will be in the interest of a New York 
syndicate, who have promised to pay him lib- 
erally for his lectures. Mr. Cox says he has 
not yet found out whether or not he can get 
off, and until he knows something definite, 
cannot say what subjects he will deal with in 
his lectures. A member of the Georgia dele- 


gation said today he thought Mr. Cox had bet- 


ter stay here and attend to his legislative 
duties, for which he is paid, rather than be 
going through Georgia attempting to stir up 
strife over the tariff and other issues. 

There is, however, money in it for Mr. Cox 
and he will hardly refuse the offer, if it be pos- 
sible for him to leave here. 

Major J. I’. Hanson, of Macon, is here. He 
will tomorrow go over to Vhiladelphia, where 
he has been invitedto make an address on 
Monday tothe manufacturers’ club of that 
city. 

Colonel Joo W. White, of Augusta, is here 
talking up the Georgia railroad, the Hillman 
electric shaft and Augusta’s exposition, It is 
feared he will cause an exodus of rheumaties 
from this city bound for nature’s great resort, 
He is also telling some great stories about the 
enormity of Augusta’s exposition and flooding 
the city with advertising matter about Georgia 
points.

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ANOTHER DAY GONE, 
And Still No Disposition Made of the Direct 
Tax Bill, 

WaAsnHINGTON, April 7.—The house met this 
morning at 11:30 in continuation of Wedy®&- 
day’s session. Mr. Blanchard, of Louisiana, 
asa question of privilege, presented the con- 
ference report on the house bill authorizing 
the purchase of lands needed in the work of 
improvement of Cumberland river, Tenn. 
This bill was amended in the senate so as to 
make it general in its provisions and to pro- 
vide for the purchase orcondemnation of lands 
or material whenever needed for riyer or har- 
bor improyements. 

The house conferees accede to the senate 
amendiment and so report. The report was 
agreed to. 

Mr. E. B. Taylor, of Ohio, having demanded 
the regular order, the speaker stated that the 
pending question was upon the motion of Mr. 
Taylor, that the house resolve itself into com- 
mittee of the whole on the direct tax bill. 

Mr. Oates, of Alabama, was immediately on 
hand with a motion for a recess until 50’clock, 
which was supplemented by Mr. Weaver, of 
Iowa, with a motion to substitute 4 o’clock 
and further supplemented by Mr. Brecken- 
ridge, of Arkansas, with a motion substituting 
8 o'clock. 

The fifth day of the contest was thereupon 
formally opened, without signs of weakening 
on either side. 

On the conclusion of roll call, Mr. Oates in- 
quired whether friends of the bills would per- 
mit three hours debate upon it without condi- 
tion. 

In reply Mr. Reed formulated the eee: 
tion of the friends of the measure. They 
were ready he said, to grant any time which 
might be required for a full and complete de- 
bate, desirmg simply that the preyious ques- 
tion should be considered as ordered and a vote 
be taken onthe passage of the bill at some 
definite time. 

Mr. Oates suggested that that was substan- 
tially the same proposition which had been 
previously offered. 

Mr. Reed admitted that it was. substantially 
the same and said that he was happy to state 
that the friends of the bill had been perfectly 
willing to do the reasonable thing from first to 
last. 

Mr. Oates said that the gentlemen on the 
other side were conscious of their power to vote 
down every amendinent and pass the bill, leay- 
ing their opponents no opportunity to compro- 
mise. All legislation proceeded on the idea of 
coinpromise, and if he agreed that the previ- 

us question should be ordered on the bill in 
advance, all the majority would have to do 
would be to sit still and vote down every 
amendment. The arrangement simply asked 
the opposition to fix an hour when it was will- 
ing to strike its colors and surrender. 

Mr. Reed replied that under the constitution 
the majority was competent to decide what 
amendments it would adopt; what amend- 
ments it would reject; what bills it would 
pass; what bills it would refuse to pass. His 
proposition simply exercised that constitu- 
tional right. Under the constitution legisla- 
tion was the result of the action of the major- 
ity, and not the result of the yielding of one 
hundred and sixty-six members to sixty-two 
members ona question which the house was 
perfectly competent to deal with. The ma- 

ority was cager toallow any amount of de- 
Fate and- any number of amendments. If 
amendments were adopted the matter would 
go into conference; if not the bill would pass 
as it stood; if notit wouid pass by virtue of 
having a majority. He had made his proposi- 
tion, and it seemed to him that the wayfaring 
men could comprehend it. 

Mr. Oates said that it was perfectly clear 
that under the constitution the house had the 
right to make its rule of proceeding. 
done so. Under those rules the regular course 
was that when the general debate ended in 
committee of the whole, the bill should be 
read paragraph by paragraph for amendment 
and debate under the five minuterule. When 
the consideration of the bill was completed, 
the majority could repeat it tothe house and 
the previous question could be ordered upon it. 
Instead of proceeding thus, the gentlemen 
required their opponents to agree in advance 
that the previous question should be ordered 
at a particular time. 

Mr. Reed suggested that the majority was 
endeavoring to proceed in a regular order, and 
had a motion pending to go into committee of 
the whole, but procedure was interrupted by 
the gentleman and.his friends. 

And again, the attempt to compromise hav- 
ing failed, the battle was resumed. 

After another roll call, Mr. Taylor proposed 
that the house go into committee of the whole, 
and the general debate on the direct tax bill to 
be limited to one hour, but no limitation to be 
fixed upon debate under the five minute rule. 

Mr. Oates said that he would make an an- 
swer to that proposition in an hour or so. 

Mr. Taylor suggested that the gentleman 
might wait until morning to consider the prop- 
osition, if he wished to make a motion for a 
recess until'that day. 

Mr. Oates—I will let you know in a short 
time. 

At 1:55, by unanimous consent, the house 
took a recess until 11:45 Monday, notwith- 
standing the apparent willingness of the op- 

nents of the direct tax bill to accept Mr. 

aylor’s proposition that the house go into 
committee of the whole upon that measure 
without any limitation being placed upon the 
five minute debate and withoutany agreement 
as to the definite time when the previous ques- 
tion shall be considered as ordered. The parlia- 
mentary status of the bill remains unchanged. 
On Wednesday last Mr. Taylor made a motion 
to go into committee of the whole (without 
any reference being made to the time or order- 
ing the previous question) and it was against 
this motion that opponents of the bill proceed- 
ed to resort to obstructive measures. Subse- 
quently, in various compromises sub- 
mitted by Mr. Taylor, there was 
always the stipulation that the 
final vote on the bill should be taken ata 
specified time. To this stipulation Mr. Oates 
and his followers uniformly objected. While 
the proposition submitted—and which proba- 
bl rill be accepted--does not contain this 
stipulation, it practically brings the house 

to the situation it occu w 
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BURST ITS BOILER. 


A Fatal Accident On the Erie 
Railroad. 


EXPLOSION OF A MOGUL LOCOM@TIVE 


Three Men Killed and the Machine Shattered 
Into Fragments—Two Farmers Badly 
Mutilated—Cars Piled Together. 


Newsuran, N, Y., April 7.—At five o’clock 
lastevening a big mogul freight engine explo- 
ded on the Erie railroad, at Craigville. Three 
men were killed—two instantly, and one died 
this morning. The train was standing still at 
the foot of a heavy grade. Engineer John 
Bodine, Conductor John Clarke and Fireman 
Boyce were standing on the ground beside the 
engine repairing the sand pipes which had 
become clogged. The explosion hurled the 
boiler several hundred feet over ‘the stream 
and into an adjoining field. The fire box was 
thrown far into the air and down into the 
stream. A heavy iron rod was thrown a quar- 
ter of a mile, and other parts of the machine 
scattered in all directions. Thereport of the 
explosion was heard for miles around, 
and windows. of houses were broken. 
Only the heavy driving wheels were left on 
the track. The engineer. and firemen were 
thrown on either side of the track, and when 
assistance came they were dead. Conductor 
Clarke was still alive. His skull was crushed, 
and he had internalinjuries. He was taken 
toa house near by, where he died. 

Two farmers in a wagon crossing the tracks 
in Middletown were run over by the Erie train 
and killed. They were so badly mutilated 
that their remains had to be shoyeled into a 
barrel, 

Last night a collision occurred between two 
freight trains on the Erie railroad at Otter- 
kill. A rear train ran‘ into the train ahead. 
Almost every car in the two trains were 
wrecked and piled up forty or fifty feet high. 

BELiLow Fauxs, April 7.—The train leavin 
Bellow Falls over the Rutland railroad at 1 
o'clock last night, was wrecked one mile above 

tockingham station by a washout.

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THE BANK THIEVES COMING BACK. 


White and Cross Utterly Broken Down— 
Their Pleas. 

RareicnH, N. C., April 7.—[Special.]—Tiis 
evening the following telegram was received 
here from Toronto, and caused a renewal of 
the excitement about the bank robbery: 

“The authorities have formally handed over 
White and Cross to Chief of Police Heartt, 
who left with them for Raleigh, via Washing- 
ton, atnoon. An agreement was entered into 
this morning between United States District 
Attorney Busbee, White and Cross, that the 
arrangoments under which the prisoners return 
to Raleigh, as if extradited, were that they 
would not be prosecuted under the national 
banking laws, and that chey would be prose- 
cuted only on the charge of first forging 
yromissory notes, purporting to be signed by D. 

{. Graves and W. H. Sanders; second by W. 
H. Avera, and third by W. H. Morgan, James 
Parker and C. O. Reddick. In court today, 
Cross and White looked as if they had been 
sick for some time. Both look older by many 
years. White cried all the time, and Cross did 
most of the time. They are completely broken 
up, and would have gone home at once but for 
their counsel. Cross asked after his wife, and 
said if he had heard she was dead he intended 
to kill himself. White says he started to go 
back after he got to the depot at Raleigh. 
They both say the bank was gone a jong time, 
and that they had made a sacrifice of them- 
elves to save others.’’ 


KILLED HIS SISTER’S BEAU. 


A Son of Governor Porter, of Tennessee, 
Mortally Wounded. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 7.—A special to 
the American says that Kennedy Porter, son 
of Governor Porter, was shot and probably 
fatally wounded here Thursday night about 11 
o’clock by Will Edmunds. The origin of the 
difficulty is supposed to be the attentions of 
young Porter to Edmunds’s sister, which the 
latter objected to and had frequently threat- 
ened to kill himif he did not desist. Porter 
had been out driving with Edmunds’s sister 
that night and had returned the team to the 
stable and started up Depot street towards the 
square, when be met Edmunds about the 
Blanton house, who told him thathe was go- 
ing to kill him and for him to defend himself. 
Edmunds then fired, the ball, a 38-calibre, 
striking Porterin the left breast just below 
the collar bone, ranging downwards. On 
hearing the threat, Perter drew his pistol, but 
too late. Porter now lies in a precarious con- 
dition. The wound has not as yet been probed. 
There were no eye-witnesses to the shooting. 
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WouULD NOT BELIFVE HIM. 


Impeaching One of the Main Witnesses in 
the Hamilton Trial. 

BRANDON, Miss., April 7.—[{Special.}]—An- 
other week has passed and still all the evi- 
dence in the Hamilton case isnotin. ‘The 
defense concluded their testimony in chief on 
Thursday morning, and the state commenced 
their rebuttal that evening, and expects to 
conciude it on next Tuesday. The defense 

rroduced new witnesses who have never testi- 

ed before, who swore that the first two shots 
came from Gambrell’s position, and the de- 
fendant also testified on his own behalf. The 
state in rebuttal put witnesses on the stand 
who swore that Ellis Young, the witness who 
claims to have had a conversation with Gam- 
brell in Canton the night he was killed, bears 
a very bad reputation for truth, and that they 
would not believe him on oath. 


RODE TO THE SCAFFOLD. 


The First Legal Hanging in Washington 
Territory. 

PoRTLAND, Oregon, April 7.—John A. Tim- 
merman was hanged today at Goldendale, 
Washington territory, for the murder of Wil- 
liam Sterling. It was a public execution, the 
first in the history of the territory, and drew a 
crowd larger then the Fourth of July celebra- 
tion. Timmerman was bold and defiant. He 
rode from the jail to the gallows through the 
rincipal streets strapped at the legs and arms. 
fe bade farewell to friends, saying he would 
be damned if he had ever been hobbled be- 
fore; and to a priest who offered spiritual con- 
solation he remarked that he was no hypocrite 
and proposed to die as he had lived. The trap 
dropped at 1 p.m., and his neck was broken 
by the fall. 


Daring Robbery in Chattanooga. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 7.—[Special.]— 
This morning, at 2 o’clock, one of the most 
daring robberies ever perpetrated in this city 
occured within a few rods of the principal 
business streets of Ghattanooga. D. J. Bear- 
don, an old man, was taken from the south 
end of Market street to a lot back of a store, 
on Montgomery avenue, and robbed of $150. 
Joseph Haven, William McDaniel and Martin 
Davis are accused of having committed the 
deed. Haven has been arrested and is now in 
jail. The officers are searching for the other 
two men, and hope to capture them tonight.

SHORT-HAND WORK. 


How Reperting is Done In the 
of Congress. 

Wasuinatron, April 7.—[Special.]—Few 
people away from Washington are aware of 
the fact that every word uttered upon the floor 
of either house or senate, when addressed to 
either speaker or president, is taken down and 
aypearsin the Congressional Record. It is 
true that much time, money, paper and print- 
er’s ink is wasted by this, but nevertheless it 
isafact. But todo this, of course, requires 
the employment of the most rapid and ex- 
perienced stenographers. Five of these are 
employed upon the floor of the house simply to 
take down the speeches, debates, etc. The 
chief of the corps receivesa salary of $6,000, 
while the other four are paid $1,000 
less. These men simply take down the words 
in shorthand, working for fifteen minutes each 
in succession. When each one’s fifteen min- 
utes expires he repairs to the official reporter's 
room where ten more stenographers are em- 
ployed—two to each man—to whom are read 
the reports taken on the floor, and who take a 
copy in shorthand. They then translate this 
into long hand, using atypewriter to prepare 
the copy for the printer. These men are paid 
by space. getting one dollar per column in tho 
Record. The same is also gone through with 
in the senate daily. 

The sten phers have in the t few 
days secured a machine to facilitate work 
which has already proven of __ ines- 
timable value. It is one of Edi- 
son’s inventions, and is called 
the graphaphone. The machine very muclt 
resembles a lady’s sewing machine and is 
worked in the same manner—by a pedal. The 
instrument is used in this wise: When one 
of the principal stenographers concludes his 
floor report, he goes to this machine, reads his 
oo ont into a funnel connecting with the main 
cylinder, which is gutta sercha coated, and 
revolves while the point of a needle connect- 
ing with the tube from the funnel mouthpiece 
rests against it. The cylinder envelopes a 
screw which prevents the needle tracing a 
firmer hne. When the stenographer finishes 
reading his report another operator attaches 
tubes to the cylinder, connecting with his 
ears, works the machine and the words 
of the stenographer are repeated to him 
in the same tone of voice of the previous 
talker. The rapidity of the talk can be regu- 
lated and the operator can thus, with ease, 
take down the -exact words by the useof a 
typewriter or an ordinary pen. The machine 
is certainly wonderful and enables a person 
with the assistance of a typewriter to do the 
work of two ordinary stenographers who first 
have to take the report in short hand and then 
translate it. 

These gutta percha cylinders, I neglected to 
mention above, can be stored away, and years 
after, if placed upon the machine, the same 
words used today will be repeated in the exact 
tone of the speaker of today. Thus should 
any record become destroyed these cylinders 
may be resorted to. 

Another thing about this machine is that a 
person here can talk for ap hour into one, mail 
the cylinder to Atlanta where by the use of a 
machine the exact words used here will be re- 
peated, thus saving the labor of writing long 
communications. 

There isa young man here from Augusta, 
Mr. Robert Middleton, once a reporter on the 
quondam Augusta Gazette, who came here 
without anything the first of the session, but 
who now occupies one ofthe most lucrative 
positions around the capitol. Being a good 
stenographer, shortly after his arrival, he se- 
cured a position ie the chief of the official 
reporters of the house, a place that averages 
him about $22 a week, but being an ambitious 
young fellow he secured additional employ- 
ment as clerk of the Reading strike committee, 
from which he draws $42 a week and in addi- 
tion to this occupies the position of clerk to a 
congressman at $7.50 a week, making the total 
weekly salary drawn by him $71.50. Quite a 
nice place for a young man barely twenty- 
one years of age, and quite a contrast 
with the salary of $9 a week drawn 
by him while reporting for the Gazette. But 
because young Middleton did this is no reason 
why every other young man in Georgia can 
do the same thing. Most young men depend 
upon the congressmen for their district to pro- 
vide them places. Mr. Middleton did not do 
that, but came here and looked out for him- 
self, and has proven what a young man of en- 
ergy aud ambition can do. E. W 
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A DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS 


Discusses the Admission of the Territories 
and the Deadlock. ; 


WasuHtnaton, April 7.—Shortly after 8 
o’clock tonight, in answer to acall from Chair- 
man Cox, about 125 of the democratic members 
of the house of representatives met in caucus 
to decide upon a line of policy to be followed 
by the party in the admission of territories as 
states of the union. The caucus was in session 
over two hours and a half, and the proceedings 
were not enlivened by anything of interest 
beyond the matter set out in the call. Aftera 
long discussion, and without the development 
of any strong diverse sentiments, the following 
resolution was adopted, on motion of Mr. 
Springer, of Illinois: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the caucus that 
an enabling act for the territories of Dakota, 
Montana, Washington and New Mexico, should be 
passed at this session, providing for constitutional 
conventions in each territory, and thesubmitting of 
those constitutions for ratification at an election in 
November, 1583, substantially as provided for in the 
bill reported by the committee on territories at this 
session. 

At Mr. Holcomb’s instance, after he had 
set out the political necessity for s ome action 
on part of the house, the caucus adopted a 
resolution requesting the committee on rules 
to fix a time for considering bills reported 
from the committee on public lands, forfeiting 
unearned railroad land grants and reserving 
the remaining pubiic lands for the benetit of 
actual settlers. 

The bill to ¢reate a territorial form of gov- 
ernment for Oklahoma was also discussed but 
no final action was taken in the 
way of formal endorsement. Just before 
adjournment the suggestion was made thata 
caucus be held Monday for the purpose of 
taking steps to break the existing deadlock in 
the house caused by the pending direct tax 
bill. It was resolved that little progress could 
be made in territorial or other legislation until 
the deadlock was broken. It soon became ap- 
yarent, however, that a dangerous subject had 
en broached, and to prevent the possibility 
of such disaster as a split in caucus, some of 
the more cautious spirits drew attention to the 
fact that a caucus had been called for a special 
purpose, namely territorial legislation, and no 
other matter could properly come before it. 
Therefore, they insisted upon the regular 
order, and the caucus adjourned.

FOR GERMANY’S SAKE 


Bismarck Decides to Remain tn 
Office. 


STIR OVER THE ROYAL BETROTHAL 


Empress Victoria Will Influence the Emperor 
to Approve the Match—Comment 
of the German Press. 


[Copyright 1888 by the N. Y. Associated Press. ] 

Beri, April 7.—Prince Alexander, of 
Battenburg, comes to Charlottenburg next 
Thursday, and his betrothal to Princess Vic- 
toria takes place early in June. Bismarck 
has withdrawn his resignation solely from the 
conviction that Germany, under the domina- 
tion of Empress Victoria, would lead to a 
speedy breakup of German unity. Nothing 
since the accession of the Emperor Frederick 
has occurred that has so strongly animated 
Prussian conservatives against the empress as 
this marriage question. It now becomes 
known that the empress will impel her help- 
less husband that way, without 
regard to the respect due the late emperor or 
his national safety. The policy of the con- 
servatives at this time represents the genuine | 
feelings of the whole German people. All 
radical newspapers, such as the Vossiche Zei- 
tung, which treats the Battenburg question 
with disdain, as of no consequence to German 
policy, ignores the fact that Dateoubare is only 
one chord in the general discord struck by the 
ss of the empress. The reticence of the 
serlin press in referring to court intrigues has 
been greater than was required by deference 
to the emperor and leading officers of state. 
Matters have been concealed, or only furtively 
alluded to,which ought to be discussed with the 
fullest publicity. The Battenburg marriage 
becomes almost a minor incident in court in- 
trignes. . 

Among other successful schemes, the 
emperor bas been induced to send to Count 
Von Moltke a series of statements on the con- 
dition of the army followed by the request that 
the general preside at meetings of the commis- 
sion on reforms in the army. Count Von 
Moltke has replied that it would be impossible 
for him to preside over the commission with- 
out knowing how it was constituted and what 
reforms were desired. Consequently the com- 
mission has been dropped. Another move of 
the party of the empress is to overhaul dip- 
lomatic appointments. If Bismarck had con- 
sented, prince of Reuss, minister at Vienna, 
would have been displaced, Count Von Mun- 
ster “would have been withdrawn from 
Paris, and Baron Hatsfeldt from London, 
because each is knit into the Bismarck policy. 
The position now is a mere truce. 

Tonight’s National Zeitung says that the 
betrothal is postponed, but the circumstances 
may arise under which Bismarck will no 
longer oppose the union. An official note 
sent, aS sometimes now happens, through 
Vienna, says that in consequence of the mem- 
orandum laid before emperor by Bismarck, 
setting forth the difficulties, which from a 
political point of view, stand in the way of a 
national alliance between Prince Alexander, 
of Battenburg, and Princess Victoria. It 
has been arranged that the affair 
shall be postponed until’ the  politi- 
cal obiections now raised 
cease to operate. The establishment of settled 
order in Bulgaria and the removal of all pos- 
sibility of Aiexander's raising an allying cry 
will deprive the marriage of all political im- 
portance. The visit of the queen of England to 
Charlottenburg, thercfore, will take place as 
arranged,but the bethrothal will not be publicly 
brought forward on the occasion. This 4s 
an official statement and simply means- 
that Bismarck’s advice has been over- 
ruled. The queen of England comes here 
with her Battenburg proteges to carry out 
her family projects, without regard for 
the sentiments of the German nobility or to 
German people and equally regardless that 
her daughter, the empress, thwarts the policy 
of the minister who made her empress, and’ 
without whom imperial Germany might cease 
to be. Nothing in Prince Bismarck’s life is so 
honorable, so full of self-command and loyalty 
to Germany, as his temporary submission to 
the empress’ regime. He has the enthusias- 
tic support of Count Von Moltke and othep 
leaders of the army and leaders of the conser- 
yatiye and national liberal per and even 
has begrudged the approval of progressive 
chiefs. The chancellor does not, therefore, 
rely on the military party. He has the sup- 

ort of the whole country and of the royal 
1eads of the German federation and is abso- 
lute master of the situation. 

The emperor’s condition gave rise to serious 
alarm yesterday. Both his cough and spitting 
were augmented, and he also suffered from 
nervous excitement. Today he rested for 
several hours and after partaking of a luncheon 
of oysters, drove out for the first time in seven 
daysina closed carriage. ‘Today’s bulletin 
says that for the last few p‘ghts he has been 
unable to sleep well on account of headaches, 
and that the malady from which he is 
suffering now appears to be moving 
from the back of the larynx to the front, which 
is regarded by the physicians asa favorable 
symptom, because the danger of disease at- 
tacking the aesophagus will be thus averted. 

The empress will go to Posen on Monday to 
inquire iuto the condition of sufferers by the 
flood. Dreadful accounts have been received 
from Posen. Two hundred and fifty villages 
are inruins and 15,000 persons are without 
shelter. When the dykes at Warihe gave 
way a large number of persons emigrating to 
America will soon be enormously increased.

Large Tube Mills in Pittsburg Shut Down— 
An Assignment in Louisville. 


Prrrssure, April 7.—Owing tothe depress- 
ion in the pipe trade and tothe labor troubles 
which canaed a stopping of the mills for nearly 
four months, the Elba ron and Bolt company, 
limited, and the Continental Tube company, 
have surpended payment. Liabilities, $527,- 
000: assets, consisting of valuable manufac- 
turing sites, mills, etc., amount to over $000,- 
000. A meeting of creditors will be held next 
week, and an extension of time, three, four 
and five years, will be asked for. When in 
full operation the two mills employ about 800 
men. A numberof wealthy Boston gentle- 
men are stockholders in the concern. The 
suspensions were very quietly received, and it 
is thought that the creditors will grant the ex- 
tension.

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THE TELEGRAPH BILL. 
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Statements Before the Interstate Committees 
in Regard to Telegrapha. 

Wasurnoton, April 7.—Gardiner G. Hub 
bard addressed the senate committee on inter- 
state commerce to-day, in regard to the inter 
state telegraph bill. He advocated amend- 
ments to that measure. 

First,to prohibit all telegraph companies 
from making stock dividends, and providing 
that the capital shall not be increased except 
for the par value ofthe stock paid in cash fer 
lines purchased, at valuation, to be approved 
by the commissioners of interstate commerce, 

Second, providing that telegraph rates for 
shorter distances shall never exceed those for 
greater distances. He gave the financial 
policy of the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany at considerable length, setting forth that 
an investor having 1,000 shares in 1863, had in- 
creased his shares to 8,000 in 1881, as a result 
of stock dividends, without having paid im 
anything more than the original investment. 
An original investment of about $10,000,000 had 
been capitalized at$86,000,000,and the increased 
value had all been paid by the patrons of the 
telegraph. Nevertheless, he did not think the 
properties of the Western Union company 
could be duplicated for the present. capitaliza- 
tion, for the reason that it held franchises 
which in the nature of things could not be 
given toa second organization. The chief of 
these were arrangements with railroad com- 
panies, whereby the Western Union secured 
the services of railroad operatives, whose sal- 
aries are paid by the railroads. Moreover, it 
was impossible, in many cases, even if the rail- 
road companies were so disposed, that an 
more lines of telegraph should be permitt 
along the lings of their railroads without in- 
terfering with the telegraph and runni 
service oi the roads. It is saaeell 
that investments had been made by the 
Western Union directors for their own benefit 
which were not in the interest of stockholders, 
and cited in illustration the lease of the At- 
lantic cables laid by Gould and others at an 
expense of between $2,000,000 and $35,000,000 
and leased to the Western Union on a basis o 
$5,000,000, while at the saine time the pro 
erty was operated ata loss or at very little 
protit. The Western Union had never been 
managed in the interest of the 
public, and that &® private’ line 
would be managed more economically 
than on owned and operated by the governe 
ment. He said that since 1846, the Western 
Union has received in tolls $186,000,000. Its 
expenses have been $100,000,000 and its profits 
$86,000,000. Of this $86,000,000, 847,000,000 
have been expended in dividends, $18,000,000 
in the construction of new lines, $4,000,000 in 
the purchase of other lines, $19,000,000 in @ 
sinking fund, six bonds redeemed and $5,000,- 
OOO in sundries. 
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GROW BULL-FROGS FOR MARKET. 


Arkansas’ Queer Industry—One Crop Hopes 
Away Before Quite Ripe. 

Sr. Louts, April 7.—There isa town in Are 
kansas called Atlanta, at least there isa post 
office by that name, and some houses are scat- 
tered promiscuously through the miry vicinity. 
Atlanta nestles snugly in the midst of a charme- 
ing swamp, where snakes and toads are wont 
to congregate, and where such a thing as soil 
bears the same relation to reality that an alge- 
braic equation bears to a known quantity. The 
inhabitants doubt not but what there is soil 
under Atlanta, but the trouble is to get beneath 
the superficial stratum of swamp and reacly 
the great depth at which it is supposed soil 
might be found. The Arkansas agent of the 
Ealy Mercantile company, was asked to send 
inareporton Atlanta.

Ealy’s agent is en- 
deavoring to make a contract for one thousand 
bushel of frogs to be delivered out of the first 
crop that can be detained until it thoroughly 
ripens.

Grau’s veiture in establishing a low rate and 
giving first-class performances has proved 
very successful in Atlanta, and other com- 
panies should profit by the example. Com- 
panies have played here during the year to 
poor houses and complain that Atlanta does 
not give the patronage which ske should to 
the stage. This is nottrue. The people of 
this city are very liberal in their attendance 
on the theater, and would be much more so 
at more reasonable prices than those which 
they are compelled to pay or stay away. 

Our people do net care to see a worthless 
entertainment at any price, but they are un- 
willing to pay exorbitant prices for those 
which they would like to see. Let the 
theatrical managers of the country look into 
the matter and lower the schedule. It will 
increase attendance, thereby profiting the 
companies as well as the public.

to their fathers, and shall be enjoying for- 
ever the dream of peace under the soften- 
ing influence of which their distinguished 
ancestor, the present secretary of state, now 
shapes the foreign policy of this country. 

We hope that the time will never come 
when the United States will find it necesa- 
ry totake up arms again; but to maintain 
peace wWe certainly do not think that 
it is right to sacrifice every principle of na- 
tional honor. ‘‘Peace,’’ exclaims the secre- 
tary of state; ‘“‘we shall always be peaceful 
if it takes blood to keep us so,”’ is the policy 
of Mr. Bayard. Americans are insulted, 
abused and sacrificed in every part of the 
globe, and this has continued so long that 
whatever prestige there was in the protec- 
tion of the American flag, has disappeared. 
We do not blame Secretary Bayard with in- 
augurating this policy, for he simply pur- 
sues the course adopted by other adminstra- 
tions. For twenty years our foreign policy 
has been a subject of ridicule throughout 
the world, and our state department has 
been a mere governmental figurehead’ and 
hollow sham.

Will Iron Mines be Abandoned ? 

“T was talking with Mr. Chamberlain the 
other day,” said Judge Tompkins, ‘‘who is a 
practical man of our coal and iron company. 
Hie made a startling suggestion. Said he, ‘the 
time may come when all the iron mines of this 
country will be abandoned. The most gener- 
ally diffused metal on earth is aluminum. It 
is found almost invariably in clay, especially 
in red clay. It is now extracted from clay by 
a very expensive and tedious process, at a cost 
of more than five hundred dollars a ton. Some 
one will invent a process for getting aluminum 

ut of clay by a rapid and cheap process. Then 
farewe)l to iron mines.’ ”’ 

“T asked him what was the value of alum- 
num.” 

‘‘He replied that it has three times the 
strength of steel, and only one-third its weight. 
This makes it, of course, the most valuable of 
metals. It was only discovered in 1828. It is 
bright, and it;never tarnishes. Louis Napoleon 
offered six thousand dollars for a process for 
extracting it from clay, and two small bars of 
aluminum were presented to him by a French 
chemist as the result. It was enormously ex- 
pensive, but Napoleon had works established 
for extracting it, and he used it as a substitute 
for the silver eagles that were borne above the 
armies of France. It has all the beauty of 
siiver, is more lasting, stainless, and has only 
one-fourth the weight of silver.

some Facts About the Cotton 
Industry in Fulton County. 


May & Co-—The Exposition Factory—

In the lapping room there is a further cleans- 
img, and the cotton is rolled into “‘laps’’ just as 
aquiltcan be rolled inte a round bundle, 
making a sort of spool about sixteen inches in | 
diameter and three feet wide.

“That catch,’’ he explained, “is of ‘fusible 
metal. Hot water will melt it—a current of 
hot air will melt it.

When it first becomes thread it is wound on 
ls about eight inches long, and then from 
to 400 of these spools are placed ina high 
Vertical rack and slowly wound again on 
@nother spool about five feet long. Just before 
Dassing too the big spool each thread passes 
separately through a small wire eye. 
‘If one single thread gets broken,’’ said the

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COTTON FACTORIES. 


gome Facts About the Cotton 
industry in Fulton County. 


, May & Co—The Exposition Factory— 
ghe Atlanta Cottnn Mills—What They 
Are Doing and Are About to Do. 


Next toa cotton field the mos tpicturesque 
exponent of southern industry is a cotton fac 


Panes are three cotton factories in Fulton 
gounty, and while not the largest in the state 
by any means, they have been quite large 
epough to demonstrate the fact that cotton 
manufactories can be made to pay as well, or 
better, in Atlanta than at any point in the 
state. They have proven successful beyond 
gil that was hoped for them. They are busy 
gj] the time, and their business is constant- 


jy increasing. 
“Fulton County Spinning commpany’’—that’s 
the Elsas, May & Co. factory, just beyond 


Oakland cemetery. 

The superintendent, Mr.. J. Roswell King, 
gas found in his oftice yesterday afternoor. 

“What have we got?’”? Why anything you 
want in the way of a bran sack, corn sack—”’

“Four hundred, counting those in the bag 
factory. In the cotton factory there are 225,” 

“How many people depend for support on 
ghat is paid out to the factory hands?” 

“Tshould say about 375 that don’t work 
here, making (00 altogether. It’s hard to esti- 
mate though, because a good many of them are 
mere boys and girls.”’ 

“How old must they be before they can be 

loyed at the mills?”’ 

#As a usual thing over fifteen, and never be- 
low twelve. Those little fellows are taken for 
the light work, and most of the time not be- 
esuse we are compelled ta take them, but be- 
easuse they are obliged to work somewhere.”’ 

“How many looms and spindles ?’’ 

«19.000 spindles and 450 looms. ‘That ena- 
bles us to turn out between 900,000 and 1,000,- 
000 yards of cloth per month, depending on 
the quality. The line of cloth we make is for 
bags of all kinds, corn sacks, meal and guano 
sacks, and as this is a new thing in the south. 
We have all the territory we need, semding 
into Oregon, California, Utah, Minnesota, 
Jowa, Ohio and other northwestern and west- 
ern states, besides all the states of the south.” 

“Of those 400 employes, how many are wo- 


n?’ 

“Three-fifths, just about. There is one 
thing we have here that no other cotton fac- 
tory has in Georgia, and in fact, I don’t think 
there is another in the south.” 

“What is that?” 

“The bleaching department. The Eagle 
and Phenix, Columbus, used to have one but 
I belicve they have given thatup. They had 
the cart before the horse down there, and of 
course it didn’t pay. They dyed the cotton, 
andthen made it intocloth. We dye the 
eloth.’’ 

“What is being done nowin the way of im- 
provement ?”’ 

“The water supply is a problem that. is 
troubling us just now. There are two wells 
out yonder, each twenty-two feet in diameter, 
one eighty and the other thirty feet deep. 


- They were 120 feet apart, and we have tun- 


neled from one to the other, blasting through 
golidrock. Col]. Baum calls that a 150,000 
gallon well, and we are going to bore for an 
artesian wel!. We can provide our own supply of 
water cheaper than the water-works will let us 
have jt.’’ 

“Then I understand that a whole lot of new 
spindles are to come, but that is something I 
couldn’t tell you much about. The factory 
was built in ’81, and they have béen improving 
and adding to it continuously ever since. 
Now,” continued Mr. King, ‘‘come and look 
at the cotton factory.”’ 

The first room is the “lint” room, in which 
the cotton is taken from the bales, twenty or 
thirty bales being opened at once in order to 
obtain a uniform quality of thread. It is fed 
into a sort of hopper, and transmitted by 
means of endless bands to a room overhead. 
Most of the dust and trash is taken out during 
this donmony by strong forced currents of air. 

“How much cotton is used at the mills?” 

“Three hundred and fifty bales a month,’’ 
said Mr. King. 

In the lapping room there is a further cleans- 
ing, and the cotton is rolled into ‘‘laps’’ just as 
aquiltcan be rolled inte a round bundle, 
making a sort of spool about sixteen inches in 
diameter and three feet wide. 

As he passed through the door to this room, 
the superintendent pointed toa catch by which 
the fireproof door was held open. 

“That catch,” he explained, “is of fusible 
metal. Hot water will melt it—a current of 
hot air will melt it. A fire couldn’t get within 
several fect of that door without melting the 
catch, and the iron door shuts tight. Now, 
fastened to the ceiling of the ‘lap room’ are 
automatic sprinklers, and they are worked by 
asimilar arrangement, and in ten minutes that 
Room could be flooded.”’ 

The “carding room’? comes next. Once more 
the cotton is cleansed of the dirt, dust, motes 
and defective fibre, and the tangled fibres 
begin to point the same- way. That is, if you 
pall into two pieces a bit of the ‘“carded’’ cot- 
ton, it will be noticed that the fibres, while 
bot strictly parallel, are approximately so, 
while in the crude lint the fibre forms one con- 
glomerate bit. Tho cotton is unwound from 
the “laps,’”’ and after passing threugh the 
carding machine it comes out likean endless 
Sansave, about an inch in diameter. This 

ve through several similar machines, the 

bre each time becoming more perfectly par- 
alle) until it is ready to be made into thread. 

When it first becomes thread it is wound on 
mele about eight inches long, and then from 

to 400 of these spools are placed in a high 
Vertical rack and slowly .wound again on 
mother spool about five feet long. Just before 
Passing too the big spool each thread passes 
Separately through a small wire eye. 

“If one single thread gets broken,” said the 
Superintendent, *‘the whole machine will stop, 

man or woman at the machine fixes the 
thread and starts the macl.ine again.”’ 

He checked one thread, just one, and as he 

said the machine stopped. 

Afterwards three to six of these immense 
Spools are placed in another rack, preparatory 
t being woven into cloth. The engine is a

Says That He is in the Hands of 
His Friends.

An Interesting Interview Showing How He 
Turned Over the Oijifice to Captain 
Milledge—The Act of 1881. 


Yesterday afternoon just before dusk a re- 
porter of THe Constirurion caught Colonel 
Frank Haralson on the wing at the corner of 
Marietta and Broad streets. When first seen 
Mr. Haralson was in the act of picking up a 
crutch, which had been dropped by an old gen- 
tleman—a cripple—who happened to be pass- 
ing atthe moment. He gracefully handed the 
crutch to the old gentleman, who thanked 
him most warmly for the kindly act. 

Colonel Haralson was a!l smiles, in the best 
possible humor, and greeted the reporter with 
his old-time cordiality. 

**Hello, old boy; glad to see you!”’ 
‘‘Howdye, colonel; happy to meet you; very 
man I want to see. Want to get a little talk 
with you for Tae CoNsTITUTION,.”’ 

‘All right; wait one minute,’’ said Mr. Har- 
alson, as he turned to shake hands with Mr. J. 
S. Clarke, the lawyer, who said: 

“Well, Frank, Milledge is an old schoelmate 
of mine and a mighty nice man; but I want to 
say to youthat lam sorry you areout. You 
were always kind, accommodating and atten- 
tive to me when I called at the library, and I 
am really sorry that you have stepped down 
and out.”’ 

“‘T appreciate that,’”’ said Mr. Haralson, as 
he returned the warm pressure-of his friend’s 
hand. 

‘‘What are you going to do, Frank—practice 
law ?’’ asked Mr. Clark. 

“Yes, I shall open an office without delay, 
and I think that I will do well. I was retained 
today in a case which wil! give me a $200 fee— 
pretty good start, ain’t it?’’. 

‘It certainly is,”’ replied Mr. Clark. ‘‘I hope 
that yon will get many such fees, and larger 
ones, too. I wish you all prosperity in your 
profession,’’ and the lawyer passed on. 

“You may say,’’ said Colonel Haralson, ad- 
dressing himself pleasantly to the news man, 
“You may say that 1 am under obligations 
to await the action of my friends 
in this matter. A number of them 
will come to Atlanta on Monday and talk it 
over, I have nothing to say until after they 
meet. But, by the way, [ wish that you 
would print the act of ’81, authorizing my 
appointment as librarian. It may be of some 
interest to the public just at this time. You 
can say, too, that I bear no hard feelings to- 
ward anybody connected with my removal.’’ 
“Tellme about turning over the office to 
Captain Milledge.”’ 

“Oh. yes. Well, after the order suspending 
me had been issued yesterday, I walked into 
the library and said: ‘Captain Milledge, old 
boy, you are a full-fledged state librarian’ now 
(I said this laughingly). I want you to un- 
derstand, captain, that Ido not deliver to you 
these keys as the librarian of the state, but as 
as man who wishestodo nothing to stain 
his honor. Governor Gordon eo 
gentleman. I like him—butI am willing to 
leave it all to Hopkins and Glenn. IL have 
some private papers and books in the basement. 
But Willie Rankin and Jim, the porter, know 
them as wellasI do, and they can deliver 
them to me.’ I then showed Captain Milledge 
some valuable books, which I told him would 
bear watching.

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the governor of 
this state toselect and present for confirmation by 
the senate some fit and competent person (who 
shall be a citizen of this state) to serve as state libra- 
rian, whose term of office shall be tour years and 
until his successor shall have been chosen and con- 
tee in like manner as herein provided and de- 
ciared. 

Section 2. And be it further enacted that so much 
of section 72of the code of 1875 as relates to thea 
Se aud removal from office of the state Li- 

yrarian be, and the same is hereby repealed, 

Section 72 of the code of ’72, before the 
passage of the above law, empowered the gov- 
ernor to remove the state librarian at pleasure

service. A committee for the purpose, with 
the assistance of Mr. Jim Freeman, selected 
the prizes from the stock of Freeman & Crank- 
shaw, and are now on exhibition in their show 
window. They are very handsome, and make 
a splendid display, attracting the attention of 
all the passers by. 

The club is actively making preparations for 
the entertainment of the visiting wheelmen, of 
whom there will probably be as many as 150 in 
attendance.

A SCULPTOR’S. STUDIO. 


The Curiosity Shop That Artists 
Build and Work In 


Away From the World—What He Does Up 
There—Clay, Plaster and Marble 
~Death Masks. 


It was an ideal. 

The very atmosphere was different from that 
outside. Spanish moss hung in great wavy 
bunches on the wall, while here and there 
were photographs and medallions. Bits of 
bright ribbons gave a coquettish effect, and 
contrasted with the sombre drab of the moss, 
just as summer dees with winter. The man- 
tel was covered with pictures, bits of sculpture 
in clay and plastet, and a score of sea shells, 


The room was full of models, easels, casts and 
busts. 


There was nothing mathematical or sym- 
metrical about it, it was just beautiful. It was 
beautiful, just asa dream may be in its very 
defiance of laws and reasons. 

No wonder artists are seldom rich. Their 
religion is to love the beautiful only, and what 
beauty is there in ‘a dingy, ragged old 
greenback, oradime ora nickel. Whoever 
Saw a@ cashiier’s office lined with Spanish moss 
and half-filled with models from Raphael and 
Angelo? 

And the sculptor, Mr. Frazee, looks as one 
would expect a scuiptor to look. At any rate 
he is a sculptor, an Atlanta sculptor at that. 

‘Where is your hammer and chisel, and 
marble Yr : 

He laughed heartily. 

‘‘Now, how many people in Atlarita do you 
suppose think that a sculptor’s first and only 
work isin marble, and with a hammer and 
chisel? No, the art is all in clay—every bit. 
Putting it in marble is merely mechanical. It 
ie justas if we moulded in clay, and then by 
some chemical process could change the clay 
into marble. There is no artin that—it is all 
in the clay.” 

He went to a reyolving stand and taking 
several wet cloths from a large bust, disclosed 
the well known and as well loved features of 
Walter Gordon. 

The work was in clay. 

“Now, after that is perfected, a mould in 
plaster will be taken, and then it will be put 
in marble.’’ 

‘What is the use iu changing 1t into plaster? 
an not take the measurements direct from 
his ?’ 

“It’s too soft, and you cannot allow it to 
harden, for it will crack and draw. There is 
the death mask of Judge Lochrane. I am 
making a marble bust of him, and it is being 
put into marble now,’’ 

The mask referred to is in plaster, and being 
taken by direct impressions from the face of 
the dead, the mask isa vivid reproduction— 
the whole effect being heightened by the pal- 
lid color. The features were perfect. The 
eyes were closed asif in sleep, and the gen- 
eral expression was’one of peace and of rest. 

‘*W hose mask is that ?’’ 

‘That’s Robert Toombs.” 

The grand old man had died asif in deep 
thought, and the sunken features were hardly 
to be recognized. 

Another is that of C.D. Horne. This too 
is changed, but readily recognized. 

Still another is that of Colonel Lowry. This 
was taken soon after death, and the features 
are perfectly natural. ~ 

“Those are taken,’’ explained Mr. Frazee, 
‘‘by impression, the soft plaster being spread 
overthe features, and blown carefully into 
each crevice and wrinkle. That forms the 
mold, and the castis taken by simply running 
in plaster.’’ 

here are a score or more of medallions, one 
of the finest being that of Major Mims. 

‘‘How do you make a medallion?” 

“From photographs, and then perfect them 
from life.” 

‘‘Suppose the model is dead.”’ 

‘*Then the best of all aids is the death mask. 
That’s true in making a bust as well. But if 
we haven’t that we get as many photographs 
as we can—front, three-quarters and profile, if 
possible. -Then we work inclay until it is as 
near perfect as we can make it from what we 
have to go by, and then get criticisms upon 
the work from those that knew the dead. 
After the clay model is perfect the art work is 
complete,” 

‘Is that clay in a solid lnmp?” 

“QO ,no. We build a frame of straw usually 
for a bust, and for a larger statue a frame or 
= of wood or iron. Gas pipe is splen- 

‘*Where does the clay come from ?” 

“It is potter’s clay from Ohio. I like the 
New York potter’s clay better, though, and 
shall begin using it soon.’’ 

‘‘Can you use the same clay over and over?”’ 

“Oh, yes. The same clay would last a life 
time, but, of course, it is wasting continually.” 

“Why not use the common clay?” 

“It is never free from mica scales and grains 
ofsand. That ruins an artist’s tcols. Then 
it is not so pliable nor so cohesive.’’ 

“Where does the marble come from ?”’ 

“Italy. Wecan use only Carrara marble. 
For two thousand years those mines have been 
worked and there has been no substitute. By 
far the closest imitation comes from western 
North Carolina, and I believe that as they mine 
deeper and deeper, the marble will become as 
pure as Carrara.”’ 

The sculptor picked up a small piece of 
beautifully white marble and held it up to the 
light. It was without a flaw, and transmitted 
the light through a half-inch thickness. 

‘*That’s Carrara, and the purest specimen I 
ever saw,’ said Mr. Frazee. 

‘*That intaglio work ?’’ 

‘That reminds me. That work is becoming 
very popular, and many people have intaglios 
that don’t know how to placethem. Now, in 
in this position there is no particular beauty 
about it. But let the light fall differently, 
and see what a change. There is 
a perfect optical delusion and the bust seems 
to be in relief, just like a medallion, and it is 
shaded into expression by the light and shadow. 
It is beautiful now. Even with a medallion 
the position as to light and shadows hasa great 
deal to do with the beauty of the work.”’

ATLANTA DIRT. 


Talks With Prominent Gentiemen | 
About Real Estate. 


Going to Show That Atlanta is Growing— 


That There is a Big Demin for Better 
Houses—Values Are Not Off. 


Atlanta real estate is all right. This is the 
verdict of the men who were consulted on the 
subject yesterday afternoon by a representa- 
tive of THE CONSTITUTION. ah 

Mr. Samuel W. Goode was seated in his 
cozy office engaged in pleasant conversation 
with a Boston capitalist when the interviewer 
broke into the room. 

“Hope I don’t intrude, colonel, but how is 
the real estate outlook ?”’ 

“Well, sir, 1 am glad to say that our market 
is holding itsown. The outlook is decidedly 
encouraging. There has been no shrinkage 
whatever in values of laic. Indeed, values 
are advancing steadily. There is a slow but 
steady demand for real estate, and I find sales 
quite nhumerous.”’ 

‘‘How about rents, colonel ?”’ 

“Youcan say that I have never known a 
better demand for houses. My rent list is well 
nigh exhausted. Itisa very hard matter to 
get houses torent to the people who want 
them. People want houses and they want 
good ones. There issuch building of houses 
going on in Atlanta. The faith of the people 
in the market is shown by them buying prop- 
erty at good prices, and the faith of sellers is 
shown by their willingness to put their prop- 
erty on the market. I don’t think that the 
recent losses from cottou speculation have per- 
ceptibly affected Atlanta real estate.”’ 

Voctor Henry Wilson was in an excellent 
humor and gladly gave the CONSTITUTION 
some pleasant points. 

“Shrinkage ,in values? No sir. There is @ 
good steady demand for Atlanta real estate at 

ood prices. ‘The cotton losses? Oh, no, they 

ave not hurt real estate. They may have ai- 
fected individuals to some extent, not the gen- 
eral community. The demand _ for 
houses is simply ravenous. _ 
have never seen such a_ hankering 
after houses. Renters are very nume rous, and 
thoy are getting to be very fastidious. They 
want neat, substantial, comfortable houses, 
and are willing to pay good prices for them. 
There is a good deal of home building going on 
allover Atlanta, and [I have never known 
such an active demand for suburban lots for 
home purposes, I thimk that more people are 
now coming into Atlanta than ever before. 
You can say that Atlanta is growing right 
along, and that the real estate outlook is very 
bright.”’ ‘ 

Colonel George W. Adair was up to his eyes 
in business, but greeted the reporter in his 
blandest manner, and found time to say a few 
good words. ‘‘Youcan say that renters are 
demanding better houses, which means that 
they.are getting more money to pay for them. 
This isan excellent sign, and argues pros- 
perity. The demand, too, is better than ever 
before for eligible lots on paved streets, with 
the facilities of water, gas, ete., etc. I ain 
glad to say that there is not even 
the suggestion of a boom,but what is infinitely 
better, thereis a slow, steady, healthy demand 
for property. The city is surely advancing, 
and West End is not going to get left. New 
homes are going up ou a!l sides out there— 
neat, tasty comfortable homes; and I have 
never known sucha cemand for vacant lots 
out there. This means that the people like 
West End, and are locating out there to stay.’”’ 

Mr. Harry Krouse was in one of his pleas- 
antest moods and quite willing to talk. 

‘Real estate,” said he, ‘isa trifie dull just 
now, but the outlook is fair. No, there has 
been no shrinkage in values. Iam afraid that 
the cotton losses in Atlanta have hurt the real 
estate business in Atlanta. Spring sales are 
not as good as they oughtto be. This, I think 
is due in part to the fact that a large 
sum of money, some think a mil- 
lion dollars, has gone out of 
to pay the losses on cotton speculation in New 
York. Consequently there is not so much sur- 


plus in the city tofind its way to investment | 


in real estate this spring. There is a strong 
demand from renters for good houses, and 
there is much building of homes going on. 
The poorer classes of people and the 
negroes are not paying their rents as promptly 
as lastspring—but rent collections from the 
weli-tc-do are allright. Atlanta is rrowing, 
and despite all drawbacks, the outlook is fair.”’ 

Mr. A. S. Tally, of Tally & Jordan. was 
found at his office on Mitchell street. He was 
happy to put in some good words for Atlanta. 
“The city,” said he, “is making = sp! 
did progress. There is a great deal of 
building of homes going on, particularly 
in the suburbs, which are rapidly spreading 
in all directions. Suburban homes are becom- 
ing vastly popular. As torents, the demand 
for houses is so great thatit cannot be supplied. 
The grand trouble is for the real estate men to 
get them to rent. They are not to be 
had, that’sall. If I had one hundred substan- 
tial houses containing,.from three to six rooms, 
Iecould rent them justas fast as I can talk. 
We have calisfor homes every hour in the 
day, and I am surprised that capitalists do not 
nvest more money in building neat and 
comfortable homes for renting purposes. 
There is no better investment. I have noticed 
no shrinkage in values, and while there is no 
boom in the real estate business we have a 
healthy demand for property. I have observed 
that most renters want places near in, and 
home buyers prefer suburban. . Late Mr. Jor- 
dan thought that the losses from cotton specu- 
lation had affected Atlanta real estate. 

‘You see,’ said he, ‘fone 
ortwo miliion dollars which las been taken 
out of Atlanta by these losses—much of this 
money would probably have been devoted to 
buying real estate or to building purposes this 
spring. Surplus of this kind is usually used 
here to a greater or less extentin the real es- 
tate business. But for all that, the outlook is 
good, and youcan say that, notwithstanding 
this temporary disadvantage under which At- 
lanta labors, the city is holding her own and 
improving every day.”’

‘Their exercises 
were interesting. Superintendent Slaton paid 
them off and praised them for their faithful 
work,
